JOHN HOWAED PAYNE. 


Aifllior of "Home, Sweet Home." 


In view of tbe several conflicting account 


of the birthplace and life ol John Howar 
1'ayne, whose song, "Home, bweet Borne, 
a sung wherever the English hnguage i 
spoken, a writer in tbe Boston Suhtrdn 
dazettc gives the following as trnstworth 
facts for the guidance ol lulure biogiuphen 


The author of "Home, Sweet Home, 


was bom in New York on the fltli of June 
1701, and it is quite possible lhat tbe hous 
in «hich ho was bom, No 3i Bioad street 
is 3!ill slandmg JIis lather, William Payne 
had previously lived at East H unpton, on 
Long Island, where he piesided as Maste 
over the Clinton Academy. 
John Howan 


was the sixth of a family of nine childien 
and the fact that his five oldei brothers am 
sisteia were born in East Hampton, doubt 
leas gave rise to the claim set up for I hi 
ton u as the place of his biith 
When he 


was (he years old, in 1798, his fathei movec 
to Boston to hold the position as 111.15101 in 
the Berry Street Academy, and it is proba 
ble that the recollection ot him In Boston m 
Ins eaily youth originated the statement 
tiiat ho was there born. 


As a pupil in the academy he soon devel- 


oped, under the elocutionaly instruction o 
his father, a strong taste for the drain a, anc 
such a piecocioits power in recital ion as 
kindled a hope In his breast that he might 
become the Ameucan rival of Betty, who 
was at that time cieating a sensation as the 
youthful fiomnii of the Ameucan btage 
At the age ol thirteen, however, he was 
sent to New "i oik to become a clerk in a 
tionsa of ninth a recently deceased uncle 
bad been a partner His taste for the diama 
still giev,, and at the age ot touiteen he 
dandestmclv edited a little papei in the city 
ot New York, called the I/ieijxan Minor, 
in which, with market! ability, he cutici/ed 
the plays and actors ot Ihe time 
At the 


age ot hlteen he was sent, under the patron 
ac.e of a wealthy gentleman in New Yoik, 
to Union College, wheie he remained about 
two yeais, until alter bis mother s duth, 
which occuned in Boston, in 1807 and his 
lather's subsequent failuie. He then left 
college, and with the deteimmaticn olopen- 
ng a career for himself and doing something 
to lestore the (alien fortunes of his family, 
appeared on the evening of the 2<tb of Feb- 
uaiy, 1800, at the Paik Thcatie, at the age 
ot 17, as Yoiiny Nonal 
Auer lunnmg 


lirougb a veiy successful engagement lu 
us native nty, during which he appealed 
n "Douglas," "Zaphna," "Selun" and "Oc 
•avian," he filled engagements in Boston, 
i'lnladelphia arid Ballimoie, all ot which 
weie marked by unequalled success, and 
lailed lor England on the nth of Jauuaiy, 
ISlo1, the first repiesenlative of the Amen- 
•an drama to set foot on English soil 


After an engagement had been efkcted 


wnb tbe management ot tbe Drury Lane 
ihc itie, it was announced thai on ' Tuday 
evening, June 14, 1&13, the tragedy of 
3ougUs would be perloimed, the jwrt of 
' K / l i i s by a young gentleman, his fust ap- 
pearance " He described to me the ncrvcuis 


ar which almost paialjzcd him befoin he 
vent on Hie stage that evening, and Us m- 
tant disappearance upon looking into the 
"ices of his audience. The London news- 
lapers were enthusiastic in then praises of 
us acting, but as Hie season was about to 
:lose, he made but one mete appealance, 
and that m the pait of Romeo. I leant 
rom one of the biographers ot Payne that 
u the performance of this play, Mr James 
tV Whllack lepiesented that evening the 
tiding chaiactei ot the Prince, and his 
mother Lester the servant Ahaham. 
Alter sncceeslul engagements at Liver- 


xiol, Birmingham, Dublin, and again at the 
)ruiy Lane, he giadually abandoned tbe 
tage for a career as a dramatic author, for 
which Insexpeiieuce as an actor and his at- 
amments as a wiitei seem to have peculi 
ily adapted him 
His life in this capacity 


was one of varied fortunes, sometimes float- 
iigonthe wave of success and popnlanty, 
nd sometimes sunk in the depths of failure 
ml deipiir. The two gieatcst pioduct)oiis 
f his pen, the tiagedy of "Bmtqs ' and tbe 
ong of "Sweet Home," repieaeut smgu- 
arl> enough the two exliemes of those loi- 
unes, the one wntten with the applause of 
lie woild in his dais, aud tbe other v>hen 
ill) the lemembiance ot home came to him 
s a soUct in his uoveity and distress 


Beside "Brutus," Payne was the author

This unpretentious little volume, record 


ing the personal experiences of a Southern 
hospital matron during the late conflict, pre 
sents strong claims to be considered an ex 
ception to the rule that literature of the w ar 
has worn out Its welcome. The author 
Phcebe Yates Petnber, was at the head of i 
josplul at Richmond during foui yc.irs 01 
tbe Confederacy. Her story is necessanly a 
iorabie and sad one, but it enlists power- 
'ullv tbo sympathies of the reader tbiongh 
the refined tone, heroic spirit, and sterling 
character of the chief actor, while it com 
mends itself to usthetic favor bv its truthful 
realism of description, Us fidelity of local 
coloring, and Us general justness of state- 
ment, tree alike from fanaticism and exag- 
geration. Without aspiring to take part in 
.he politics ol the time, it on*rs incidental 
eatimony which may have value among the 
nemoires pour set in, when the future his 
onan makes up the linal account-of the war 
.t teveals many noteworthy traits of the 
Southerner, as a man and a hospital pa- 
lent, and tbe ample fund of anecdote and 
neideiit scattered along tbe thread of the 
narrative, lights up its general pathos with a 
tot uncurtain lay of humor. A quotation 
at random may not be unwelcome 


Theie was little eratitude felt in a hospi- 


al, and certainly none expressed

nass of patients were uneducated men, who 
lad hvad by the sweat of their brow, and 
:ia(itude is an exotic plant, reaied in a re- 
ined atmosphere, kept free fi om coarse con- 
act, and nourished by unselfishness.

—The Allegheny Rlul bill la gradually 


lotlog gronnd, according to the reportii rc- 
celred from Harriaburg. Thla is gratifying 
news, but It would be more creclitablo to 
111* Legislature and tlic State if, weeks njo, 
Hie measure liad boon put where it beltings 
—upon the lablo, that limbo from wlwnce 
no bill returns. 
It is a matter upon which 


there Is no doubt that a majority of the peo- 
ple of the Stale are opposed to llils bill. It 
is a proposition to saddle upon the State the 
costi of tho riots, which the great mass of 
the people disapproved und condemned, but 
which, if not really encouraged by Ibo peo- 
ple of Allegheny county, did not receive any 
discouragement from them. If this measure 
Is successful it will serve as a precedent 
which may cnuse awkward results, lor it 
will sanction hereafter the putting of the ex- 
penses of riots wherever in tho State occur- 
Ing, upon the Commonwealth, instead of 
upon thoso who may have aided and abetted 
In tho violation of the law and Illegally do- 
itroyed public or private property. There 
Is entirely too much running to the State 
treasury for roliel, and it is time to cry 
"halt!" In such practices. If a city or 
county can get up a revolution whenever 
they feel inclined, with the consciousness 
that the damages will be paid by the rest of 
the Stale, It will bo dillicult to restrain "the 
dangerous classes" of our citiss in any lime 
of excitement, and there will not be money 
enough In the State to pay tho lossi 3 so 
caused. Even if the principle wereajuat 
one, it is said, with evident authority, that 
the proposed bill Is loosely drawn and the 
IIIID asked for Is so much in excess ot the 
actual amount of damage Incurred, that if 
passed, the bill will cause a great wasle of 
public money, and no doubt will serve many 
private and unjustifiable ends at the expense 
of the State. 


—Of the recent terrible famine and pesti- 


lence in the province of Ceara, Brazil, the 
correspondent of Scrtbncr's Monthly, Mr. 
H. n. Smith, gives the following thrilling 
account la the New Vork Jleruld: 
"The 


whole number of registered deaths in No- 
vember for the two cemeteries of San .Joao 
Baptitta and Lagoa-Funda was 11,073. Of 
these 0,270 were small-pox cases. But I 
think we must add to luisat l:ast one thou- 
sand burled, as I have said, in the wood-, or 
sunk in tho sea. At this time there were 
30,000 sick—more thau a third of the popu- 
lation. Still the death-rate increased. On 
December 10, 808 small-pox aead were 
burled in the cemetery of Logoa-Funda, at 
least 75 in San Joao, and probahly loO in 
tbt woods and sea—a total death record of 
over 1,000 in a single day—and this out of 
a population (now reduced) of ouly 75,0(10. 
The (real plague at London teacbod this 
death-rate, but th,il was from a populntiin 
of 300,000. After this the mortuary into 
decreased, but only because the disease luid 
nothing more to food on. A certain per- 
centage of a community are exempt IVorn 
amall-pox. A few, no doubl, were saved 
by vaccination. By the end of the yea! the 
de»th-rato had Roue down to 200 per day. 
The entire number of deaths for the month 
was not far from 21,000. In all great epi- 
demics, it la said, tho people pecome indiflcr- 
ent to their danger. In Fortaleza this in- 
difference was truly astonishing. 
When 1 


reached the place on the 20th of December 
the death-rate was 400 per day; but busi- 
ness was going on much as usual, and hard- 
ly anybody had been driven out of the city 
by the danger.

1 only know what 


has been—a province utterly ruined a pop- 
ulation of 000,000 reduced to 400,000, anil 
those dying at an enormous rate. Pioba- 
bly there have been 300,000 deaths in the 
other drouth-stricken provinces of which I 
have few notices.

tory that will compare with it. God grant 
that there never may be again!" 


—In the House the roll was called bj the

The sad news comes to us that Dr. John 


11. Woodworth, (Jl)iel' Surgeon of tho Ma- 
rino Hospital, is dying of pneumonia aud 
erysipelas. lie has been recognized here as 
one of the ablest surgeons of the marine or 
military service, and took highest rank both 
as physician and author, lie entered the 
army in 1S02, and ever since has been in 
the Government service in positions of 
greatest responsibility and trust. He was 
charged with tho investigation of the yellow 
fever epidemic, and liad accumulated an 
immense, amount of most important data 
for a volume. So valuable is this matter 
that it will be dillicult to find one qualified 
to put it into proper form for publication. 


One of our bogus firo insurance company 


presidents has come to grief. R. II. Marsh, 
President ofj.be Federal Insurance Com- 
pany, takes his meals at the jail, while the 
bonds of his corporation arc worth only two 
cents a pound by weight. Marsh was ar- 
rested last fall for absorption of $3,000 of 
fiduciary moneys, but obtained release from 
jail, after several mouths' incarceration, by 
swearing he had nothing wherewith to pay 
the debt. Xow he is back in his old quar- 
ters undercharges of perjury, and the trial 
now progesshig clearly 'shows that he has 
had a pecuniary power of absorption equal 
to Mica iv her whoso I. O. U. liquidated all 
debts. 


The Fost-olllco Department, under the 


Major-generalship of Mr. Key, has of late 
been deciding questions of law, and has 
finally succeeded iu deciding the difference 
betwixl UM'edle-deo 
and 
tweedle-c!um. 


Ruling utuiur the law, it holds that any pa- 
per issued by a firm to advertise its owii 
business, and which rigidly excludes from 
its cjlumns the advertisements of other 
firms conducting the same business, is en- 
titled to pound rates of postaga in tho imiU, 
providing it lias a large circulation aud 
makes money; but that a papoi just started 
on the same basis, copying so closely after 
the money-making journal in all its issues 
aa to infringe upon the copyright provisions 
of protection, must be barred the uuils be- 
cause it is not national in its circulation, 
and because it is intended to advertise the 
piibltiher't business. In the big fisli there 
is, of comae, no intention, notwithstanding 
a large portion of its pages show foilh in 
glowing colors the peculiar advantages of 
patronizing the publishers, tilth1 low pi ices' 
their fine waies, etc.; but the minnow, just 
starting to swirn, has an intention — a most 
guilty one it is — of wanting somebody to 
patronize it. 
Law, we presume, by this, is 


meant to aid the strong and injure the weak, 
and in no decision ever rendered hi any ex- 
ecutive department here has this principli 
been more fully sustained than by the icccnt 
oue of the Post-office Department, which 
bars a paper with a small subscription list 
from the mails, and yet admits oue of lai 
— a decision which says the weak has an in- 
tention ol advertising its (inn's business, 
while the strong lias not, though the two 
periodicals are identical 111 matter and spirit. 
The Post-office Depaitmcnb under Buch- 
anan tendered a wonderful hair-splitting 
decision when it haired the New i'ork Tri- 
bune from the mails as incendiary matter, 
and it would seem, if the present stand bp. 
adhered to, that the mantle of tho great and 
astute Tucker has fallen upou n worthy 
successor. 


Apiopo? of such legal decisions as this, is 


a baby case wtich recently appeared in our 
police courts. TUe mother of an illegitmate 
youngster saddled It, upon its father, a mar- 
ried man, who assumed its care until his 
wife raised a rookery and spirited tho 
youngster away. 
Upon this, the mother 


sought the aid of the police to find it, whicb 
they did, bringing it into the court room, 
where it yelled iu grand stylo whilethe judge 
was arranging for its future support. 
This 


particular baby is illegitimate; so is the 
Post-office decision ; but a baby is a baby, 
no matter if (he Post-office Department be 
astute enough to detect distinctions un- 
known to ordinary mortals.

THE TK1JTJW ABOUT COLORADO. 


As Leadville, Colorado, lias all at once 


come into prominence and is attiacting the 
attention of persons desinn2 to emigrate to 
the west, any reliable information from thcic 
is read with interest. Below will he found 
a letter fiom David D. Smith, who may al- 
most ho called a Biistoluu, as he mauled a 
Bristol gill, formally Miss Belle Kelley. 
The leiter was sent to Mr. Frank X. Booz, 
and what it says may be ie!ied upon. It is 
as follows :

DiiAi: Su;:—The information lieie given 


is such as lias come (Vom my personal expe- 
rience. Of course, in a rowly settled State 
trade will vary greatly; and a town will 
rapidly jump up anil seem to have a good 
solid hold, but after a lime it will come to a 
stand-still, and after a jest of a faw mouths 
or years will suddenly tcceivc a new lease 
of life, and building will he brisk. 
This is 


the state of nearly eveiy Iowa in Colorado. 
Two years aso Denver was dead, and leal 
estate went worse than begging; uut now it 
has taken r> new stait and the building and 
other busiiiGa-. is just booming. Tho good 
times in Denver are mostly caused by the 
new mining camps of Leadville, 


lioiililei k now at a tfo.id .si mil, and own- 


ois will hardly keep (heir propuity in decent 
repair, far less build now houses. 
For me- 


chanics, this is at. picsent Ihe poorest Stale 
in the Union, fur the reason that we have 
no works (only repair shops), and baldly 
any manufactories of any kind. 
Every- 


thing used is shipped in fiom pointa oast, 
anil the money is thereby taken out of 
the State. 


Coloi.ido at present has two steady sources 


of revenue or supyioit, viz: her mines and 
her invalids. The invalids aro numerous, 
and as a large majority of them aic able to 
do light work, and ma glad to enrn as much 
as will pay their board ($5 lo$7), able-bodied 
mechanics aio thus cut off fiom goltiog em- 
ployment. A case 1 will give as an illus- 
tration: In my trade in Denver theio is 
work or steady jobs for 30 printers, and 
there a"o about 80 applicants, who ate loo 
glad to woik, if only for one 01 two days 
c?aek week. 


Last fcnmnier btiekh'3crs weie paid from 


S'.J to $4 per day; stone-masons by measure- 
ment; caipcnteis get fiom Sli lo 555.30 per 


day; 
ami a carpenter can ut,rk hum noai'.y 


every day, wiutor or summer, when he can 
get it, owing to tho mildness ot the climate. 
Wo now sleep with open windows. 


At present there is a big demand for good 


indoor carpenters at Leartville—men that 
can make doors, sashes, blinds, etc. 
The 


wages paid for such men are $-! per day. 
The building trade will bo good at Lead- 
villv) during the entire summer. The houses 
going up aie mostly frame, hut arrangements 
are being made for building with biickas 
soon as the weather will permit them to be 
made. 
Leadvilla is 10,500 feet high, and 


just at foot of range. 
Bricklaying is paid 


S5 to 8 per thousand at this camp. Common 
carpenters are paid S3 per day, and there is 
anoveidosaof them, but a better class of 
men can do better. 
Cantractirig is good. 


I havo reason to believe that a goad trades- 
man could do well in Denver; the buildings 
aro now almost entirely of brick, with a 
stone house now and again. 


The fare from Philadelphia when my wife 


came out was $05, but it is now greatly re- 
dueed, I paid only $33 for a first-class 
ticket. 
The fare now from Chicago to 


Leadville is only $25. Tlie j'ate of faie in- 
side tho State is 0 cents per mile. 1 inclose 
you a list of prices ruling in Denver. In 
Boulder we pay from 10 to 15 per cent, 
higher. In Leadville hay is S120 per ton; 
coal oil $1 per gallon; butter GOc per pound; 
flour M per 100 Ibs.; potatoes 7c per lh.,etc. 
The majority of mechanics who have ar- 
rived here havo taken hold of laboring work, 
and meu who can use a pick and shove! set 
S2 a day, while men who cau use an axo 
can do better. 


I shall be pleased at any time to give you 


such other information as you may ask.

.sariicd lo gieut heights and distances, and 
thin deposited during a I'aiu or snow stoiin, 
to find ,tu explanation for such showers as 
that at Heading. 
Notwithstanding lire re- 


poit that (hi: yellow dust looked andbuiiicd 
like sulnl.nr, a mieioscopical examination of 
it suous it to have been pollen, probably 
from pine trees. There aie a good many 
reerntlcil showers of sulphur, and yet it has, 
in *d m^ny cases, been proved to bt 
1 pollen, 


that some posilivo pioof would bo needed 
to ju&lify the belief in a fall of uifneral sul- 
phur. The sand fiom tlie deisit of Sahara 
is very ficquenlly carried to Southern Italy 
by giea! whirh\ iiids, iiml the red plains in 
this s.ind, mixed with water cuiU lively ima- 
gination, havuf'Tquentiy beon convcitccl in- 
to bloud. Onu of the late'l ttonns of this 
kind, at Xaplos len years ago, was cleaily 
traced to Sahara thiough mcteoiological ob- 
sprvations ,of tlic course of thestoiui. A 
sloiiu in JP-IO, which left a deposit iu the 
soiilh of France ot'earlhy matter, estimated 
to have weighed 700 tons, was supposed to 
have been tiaced to South Amerioa, some of 
Lite oigiuiic foimatious found in the. deposit 
being peculiar to that part of the woild. 
This gieal mass uf eaith is supposed to liuve 
beon ca;ried, t\lnle in a finely dill'used state, 
across Iho Atlantic in lour da)s. Through 
the agency of water spouts, fishes also, and 
oilier liviiig animals, am sometimcl carried 
up into the air and deposited in distant 
places. Onr \VeaU;er Uuieau can doubt- 
less trace out the source of Ihe yellow do- 
poiits made in Eastern Pennsylvania, by 
tracking back the storm which brought the 
pollen 0om some distant pine forest.—Lctl- 
tjcr.

The preparation of zinc chloride is liable 


to produce a conflagration, unless, as Dr. 
Hoffmann suggests, the process be conduct- 
ed out of doors, on account cf the s.aontan- 
ecus ignition of the hydrogen evolved. In 
zinc works, where tnncb of the chloride is 
made, the porous fragments of tbe : inc are 
lifted up above the liquid hydrochloric acid 
during tbe violent evolution of the gas, and 
act like spongy plantinum iu the presence 
of hydrogen and air. 
Zinc dust may ignite 


even when Ia contact with water; but the 
source of danger may be easily demonstra- 
ted by treating a few kilogrammes of finely 
powdered zinc with acid.
